Ім our last week's issue we gave a summary of the proceedings in 
parliament on the night of Monday, the 27th ult . when the minis- 
terial s'atemente were made relative to the affairs of Denmark. 
Lord Palmerston, on making his appearance, was received with 
loud cheers from the ministerial benches, which were repeated on 
his subsequently rising to address the house. Almost immediately 
after he had taken his seat, the noble lord proceeded to the bar, and 
thence, when called upon by the Speaker, he walked up the house, 
and laid upon the table the protecols relating to the affairs of the 
recent Conference.

THE WILL OF THE LATE KING OF WURTEMBERG. 


Ін 1844 the late King of Wurtemberg handed в sealed packet to the 
then Preeidentzof the Privy Council, with instructions that it

should be opened st his death. The packet was opened on the 
26th inst, the day after his Majesty’s decease, and was found to 


contain а document, of which the following is а copy :— 


“ Written on April 20, 1844. 


“1, When my soul has quitted my body I wish only to be seen 
by my family, if they should desire it, and by the surgeons and the 
persons whose attendance will be necessary. 

“2 1f the surgeons deem it advisable a post-mortem examination 
of my body may be made. 

“8, Ав during my life nothing wae farther from my wish than 
ceremonial and etiquette, I wish neither to be laid in state, nor 
that any kind of parade should be made at my funeral. Those who 
know me will find this natural; the curious will, however, pardon 
me for having deprived them of the opportunity of gaping at an 
idle ceremony. 

“4, My body shall be conveyed from the palace in the solemn 
stillness of the night, — өй only by the court-chaplain, the 
court-marshal, and some adjutants on service; beside these my 
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pnr perform the last service to me by accompanying my 
у to its resting place. 

“5. І wish that this journey шау be so arranged that I shall 
arrive on the Rothenberg with the first raye of sunrise. A single 
gun-shot shall announce the end of the ceremony; only one short 
prayer shall be said during the lowering of the coffin. I wish to 
rest in the vault built some years since, near my late consort 
Katherina, as I promised her. 

“6. The national mourning I wish to be limited to three months, 
and the bells shall on!y toll for ten days after my decease. My 
personal character shall also be set forth in the churches in the most 
simple manner. 

“7. I die a true Ohristisn, perdon all my enemies, thank my 
family for their sincere love, my servants civil and military for thei 
faithfal attachment and in the fulfilment of their duties, all my 
subjects for their devotion and obedience to the laws. I have lived 
for the unity, independence, and peace of Germany, loved my Wur- 
temberg above all, and I wish prosperity to my country for the

TRAGIC AFFAIR AT SEA. 


Ox Sanday m:rning, between the hours of twelve and one o'clock, 
a Sooten schooner of abeut eighty tons, named the Rosehaugh, of 
Cromarty, leit Sunderland, coal laden, for the former place, being 
towed out by a steam-tug and accompanied by a pilot. ‘Ihe crew, 
four only in number. were Andrew Koss, captain, Hugh Mackay, 
mate, William Duff, able seawan, and Cbarles Muuro, ordinary 
seaman. These шеп were all under the influence of drink, more or 
less, tut were not quarrelling when left by the pilot and steamer. 
Un the contrary, tbe Rosehauch’s eails were aet all right, and she 
proceeded on her voyage. The capteia went down to light his pipe, 
and thea proceeded to the helm to take the command aud steer bis 
vessel. A few minutes after the three mea had left and gone for- 
ward, Ross heard some quarrelling between the mate and Munro, 
but took no notice of it, and as the sail was between him and the 
men he could not sea what was going on. Immedia‘ely afterwards 
he saw the midships b.lwark, which is moveable, float past, aud 
heard a faint cry for help from the mate, whose voice sounded like 
He ran forward, but could see nothing, 
and found himself alone in the ship. He searched the forecastle 
carelully, but saw no one, and therefore brovght to bis ship till she 
was taken in tow by a steamer for Shields, and taken іш о Sunder- 
land, where sbe arrived about two o'clock or shortly afterwards. The 
captain can give no other account of the affair than the above, and 
it is surmised that the mate and Munro may have begun to fight,

А YORKSHIRE Trotting МАтсн.--Хо event coming under the 
designation of sporting " ever caused more excitement in Leeds 
aud the surroundiog district than а race between two celebrated 
trotting horses. Oue of the avimals engaged ін a horse nineteen 
years old called “Jack Rossiter,” which belongs to Mr. W. Green, 
son of the proprietor of the Smithfield Ironworks, Leeds, and the 
other was а mare called “ Matchless,” the property of Mr. John 
Robson. of the Talbot Inn. Erigzate, іп the same town. The mare 
has performed various rare feats of speed aud endurance in trotting 
matches, and origivally belonged to Mr. Groves, of Spofforth She 
bad been specially purchased in order to deprive *' Jack Rossiter” 
of the prestige which he had acquired in this locality. The match 
was for 501. а side, and the distance to be run was fifty miles for 
the horse and 500 yards leas for the mare. The starting point was 
the Scotch Corner, in Leeming-lane (between Boroughbridge aud 
Oatterick), and the goal a mile-post near the Alexandra Gardens in 
Leeds. Mr. Green's borse came in alone, the mare having expired 
suddenly at Scarcroft, three or four miles from Leeds. While going 
at в great pace she fell instantly to the ground, and was placed іп 
an adjoining stable, where she died in five minutes from а rupture 
of the bladder. The whole distance was done by Mr. Green's horse 
ia three hours and thirty minutes, and twenty-seven miles of it in 
an hour and forty minutes Тһе poor animal was in a most ex- 
hansted state at the end of his journey, but under the care of Mr. 
Dray, veterinary surgeon, he was brought round in & few hours. 
Mr Robson has obje^ted to the stakes being given up, inssmuch as 
in going up & bill at & walking pace some of the horae's backera 
helped him on by “ putting thew shoulders ¢o the wheel" Among 
all humane persons there has been great indignation at the crucl 
nature of this trausactiopn, taking into cumaideration the distance to 
be performed, and the severity of the pace.

justice would be better dispensed, the people would become freer 
aud happier, and the golden age would again flourish for all. I 
need not point out the gross errors with which such reasoning 
abounds. May those who make use of them have the heart pierced 
not with the spear which went through that of Abgolom, but by a 
ray of divine graco, which would make them aware of the iniquity 
of their actions, and show them the aby:s of the eternity which 
they &pproach, blind &nd deaf, without perceiving the briuk of it. 
And you who faithfally assiet me either in the administration of 
the shred of State which has been left to me, or in the more difficult 
one of the universal Church, continue to assist me with your fidelity 
and your devotedness. 1 do not arrogate to myself the gift of pro- 
phecy, but although I do not eee in the horizon any gleam of hope,

Taere has beon a great parliamentary battle this week, on the sub- 
ject of the Danish tat. Mr. Disraeli oomtends that the discoti@ture 
of English policy on the Danish question із due to the alienation 
and estrangement of our &llies, and our consequent isolation fa Eu- 
торе. He urges that Lord Russel “alienated” Rassie by his 
Geepatches on Poland, and “estranged” France by declining to join 
with the Emperor ia а War for the restoration of the indapendaaes 
of Poland, and thus drawing down upon both Goveraments the 
“haughty insolence” of Prince Gortechskoff. Не oomplateé that 
Lord Russell offended the Emperor of the French by bis у eurt” 
refusal to take part fa а Congress, though Mr. Disraeli hag himself 
described the Emperor's invitation ав “ап adroit manceavre.” Bie 
depicts the French Emperor as в modern Achilles sulking Їз his 
tent, whilst Denmark—the First Napoleon's most devoted and euf- 
fering ally and victim—is overrun by Prussian and Austrian armies, 
because England deelined to follow the Freneh eagles to Poland, and 
to sit at а Congress in Paris, because Prince Gortsohskoff 
deigned to be sarcastic, and Lord Russell was too honeat 
and too straightforward to pretend to join & Congress which he 
knew would never sect. Мг. Dieraeli seems to think it a compli- 
mentary interpretation of the Empereor Napoleon's policy to impute 
it to а petty peevishmeas and pique. And in the same breath he 
sneers at Lord Russell for sending Lord Oowley again and again to 
“ supplicate” for French бовсегі and co-operation in endeavouring 
to effect a peacefal settlement of the dispate between Denmark and 
Germany. Obviously te counts of this comprehensive indictment 
defeat one another. Mr. Disraeli takes patns to show that England 
hed no interest in this Danish question, which was not shared by 
France and Russia; he ia careful not to suggest that England 
should have gone to war with Germany single-hsnded, and he 
reproaches the Goverment with being without allies, and unable 
to act alone. With what does ho not reproach the Government! He 
Yeprenohes Yhom with having spoken and written on behalf of Poland 
òta timo when Mr. Disroeli's political friends and advocates in par- 
Mament were сой алайу accusing the Government of its in- 
difference to the fate of Poland. Mr. Disraeli meste with acorn the 
challenge to produce а policy of his own. No Government, as Mr. 
Gladstone reminded the Opposition, can see far into the future, In 
1859 Mr. Disraeli communicated to the House of Commons his own 
confident belief that peace would be preserved between Austria, 
Franoe, snd Italy; yet within в week Austria had despatched her 
ultimatum to Turin. So Mr. Gladstone ie content to affirm that up 
to the present moment her Majesty’s Ministers have laboured un- 
ceasingly, however ineffcotually, for the preservation of peace in 
the north of Europe, and have themselves set the example cf 
moderation and forbearance. Mr. Gladstone surpassed himself on 
Monday evening; bat it must be confessed that Mr. Disraeli, by the 
naivete of hia logio, fairly delivered himself into the hands of a 
speaker who on every great occasion reveals some new power of 
thought and some unexpested graze of art.

London: W. T weedie, 
337, Strand — Every one having the care of training youth sbould 
peruse this lecture, which is not only full of practical truths, so 
simple that they seldom enter our minds, bat it ig highly interest- 
ing. Mr. Tyler, after treating upon the gymnastics of the ancients, 
&ud quoting from the works of oar greatest authors as to the value 
of physical education, says :— 

“I have just made reference to our greatest and most influential 
writers on education, all enforcing the claims of physical culture; 
and yet, when we look at the facts as they stand before our eyes on 
every hand, we must acknowledge that these claims are strangely 
disregarded. It may seem a very bold statement, but it has been 
made by wise and cautious tongues, that our modern education 
practically ignores the body, practically forgets that boys and girls 
who ere its subjects are endowed with corporeal natures, tor the 
healthfal, vigorous, and symmetrical development of which it ig 
strictly responsible. І do not doubt the existence of many beanti- 
fal and cheering exceptions to this rule. 1 know also that these 
exceptions are ily increasing. Ваё up to the latest dates, the 
vast majority of educational institutions both in Great Britain and 
America, have failed to recognise the true position of physical oul- 
ture in the work of education. Take London alone Bringing 
schools of every grade into the account, the general rule is, that 
bodily calture is either wholly unprovided for, or at best is left to the 
option of each pupil ; and even when, in exceptional cases, bodily 
exeroise is made imperative, the amount required bears no propor- 
tion to the efforts made for intellectual exercise. N ow, I most 
strenuously affirm that this is not recognising the true position of 
physical culture. And I venture to lay down the proposition, that 
physical culture will not receive ite true recogaition until every 
school is founded on the creed that the body is as essentially the 
subject of itseducationsl cere as the mind, requiring for its deve- 
lopment selentific preparation and earnest conscientious tice ; 
tbat physical exercise should not be left аз an optional thing, but 
should be made an part of every day’s hearty work; 
moreover, that this branch of education should in every instance 
be conducted by wise, well educated, and competent masters, and

EXTRAORDINARY AND ЕЈМАМТІО SUICIDE OF A 
COLD3TREAM GUARDSMAN. 


Ax inquiry was held by Mr. William Payne, coroner for the City of 
London, st the Sarcen’s Head Tavern, Camomile-street, City, re- 
specting the suiside under very extraordinary circumstances of 
Edward Henry Hawkins, aged twenty-one years. Sergeant Jonn 
Saunders, of the let Battalion of the Ooldatream Guards, said that 
the deceased was & corporal in that corps, but he had been reduced 
to the ranks. For some time past he was quite altered in bis 
manner, and he would sit and cry for two hours together because he 
was disappointed about в young woman. Н» used to neglect duty 
and absent himself from barracks without leave. Не was confined 
in barracks as а punishment, and he got extra drill, and was re- 
duced to the ranks om that account. On Thursday night week he 
absented himself from Wellington Barracke without leave. On 
Baturday witness heard of his death. He had been five yeara in 
the regiment. 

Mary Ann Étatters, а young woman apparently about twenty 
ears of age, deposed that she was ін the service of а gentleman's 
amily resi near Hegent's-park. she knew the deceased for 
two years, he was paying his addresses to her. Lately he be- 
came very jealous. On Sunday week they bad a violent quarrel when 
they met, and the next day she sent him a letter, іп whioh she wrote, 
“| will never wale with you again." ! hat letter preyed on his 
mind, and she met him by appointment on the previous Friday. He 
was much excited, and he said he would kill her. He said, “ You 
shall never go back to your home " and he pulled ont a baife 
and drew it serosa her throat. ‘Phe knife did not cut her Wit- 
ness said she woald forgive him if he waa not so crucl He then 
proposed that witnese should шау with him, aud that they 
should destroy their lives together. She sgreed te his propossi 
that they should take a room, and buy poison, and die together 
They went and took а room at the Saracen’s Head Hotel, on the 
third floor. “Phen,” continued the witness,“ we went out im the 
evening to buy poissa. We went to в chemise in the City, but I 
do not know the naue of the place. I remained outside the shop 
while he went in aad purchased two drachms of cyanide of potas- 
sium. The ehemisé gaid to bim, ‘ Be carefal of this, for it is poison.’ 
Deceased answered, ‘I koow that. I want it to clean the gold 
lace of my aaiform.’” Wo them returned to the Saracen's Head, and 
sat ia the parlour for am hour, teluing. We then went up- 
stairs to the room. He then took out the little box containing 
the poison, aad gave ше s poréiem about the вте of в bean, and 
kept a piece the same size for himself. Не said “І am trul. 
sorry I have kept you from your place. It was all through my 
foolish temper." He then put the poison which he bad into his 
mouth, and I did the same with what he had given me. Не fell 
upon the floor, but I vomited out what 1 had taken. I took в pillow 
off the bed aud put under bis head. Phere was then в kncosiug at 
the door, end he said,“ Mary, make no noise пай! Ism d.ad." 
The servant called out, " What noise is that—what fell?" 1 said 
to her, " He has only been drinking." I knew it was poison. The 
girl came in for the light, and fouud him dying on the floor. Au 
alarm wae raised, snd the police came. 

The servant alladed %о sorroborated this evidence. 

Мг F. Gordon Brown, M.R C.8., said that he was called in to 
the deceased and found Віш expiring on the floor, and death super- 
vened instemt A police-constable took from deceased's pocket 
а box 1 “ Poison.” 1% contaiued cyanide of potassium. 
From three to five grains of that poigon were sufficient to destroy 
life, and deceased had taken a drachm. He believed that if the 
young woman had taken as much she would have been killed 
too. 

The coroner having summed up, 

The jury returned a verdict—“ That the deceased poisoned him- 
self while іп s state of unsound mind,’ and they requested that 
the coroner should reprimand the young woman, Mary Ann 
Biatters, for her conduct im the affair. 

‘The young wouter, who was much affected, was yey 4- 
called in and severelg cemsused by the learned coroner for & 
committed the serious offence of having agreed with the deceased 
to commit suicide,

THE WOMEN’S DUEL. 


Some additional facts in connexion with this case, some of the ex- 
traordinary features of which were reported in this journal, have 
transpired since the committal of the prisoner for trial to Liocoln 
assizes. The attempt by the prisoner (Martha Howell), it will be 
recollec'ed, was most determined, and her intended victim had an 
ех жейіздіу narrow escape. The prisoner, in company with Miss 
Jobnson ві д four other youvg ladies, was quictly returning home 
to Bpringthorpo, afier visiting Gainsborough. П was а quiet 
lovely evening and the party had arrived at а louely part of the 
road, pear Sowerby-wood, when tbe prisover, without ару quarrel, 
or tho slightest intimation of her purpose, threatened to shot Miss 
Johnson, and at once fired deliberstely a: her face. The muzzle of 
the pistol was so close to Miss Johnson that her forehead was 
scorched, aud the only circumstance which, humanly speaking, 
tb warted the prisoner's diabolical purpose was the heavy cbarge of 
the pistol. This caused the weapon wen fired to be deflected up- 
wards, and the contents, in consequence, pss «d barmless!y over- 
bead. Тһе recoil of the pistol, however, caused the upper part of 
tbe cock to strike the prisoner's hand wiih considerable violeuce, 
infl'cting upon her а severe flesh wound. This crea'ed а diversion 
in ber victim's favour, and, in all probsbility, enabled her, by 
escaping, to avoid a second shot, for the prisoner purzued her with 
tbe pistol іп one hand and the other haud in her pocket, appa- 
rently with the intention of reloading the pistol, as в supply of 
balls, shot, powder, and caps was afterwards found in her pockets 
Miss Johnson, however safely escaped to the пөзгегі farmhouse, 
and the prisoner, finding her designa befll-d, wont on to Spring- 
thorpe. Miss Johnson had been in the habit of teaching music to 
the prisəner's pupile, but some time аро а quarrel took place be- 
tween her and the prisoner. She coutinusd, however, her pro- 
fessional visits, and on several occasions remained at the prisoners 
all night. When staying there, the prisoner several times threatened 
in the middle of the night to shoot her, at the same time pointing & 
pistol at her, and on one of these occasions Mise Jobnson saw that 
the pistol was loaded with ball. Since the prisoners committal, the 
police have discovered that the pistol with which the deed was 
attempted to be committed was purchased about a fortnight pre- 
viously. The prisoner has voluntarily informed the police how she 
loaded №. She first, she says, put in two tbimblefuls of powder, 
then some shot, and at the top а Бай ог bullet. Оп her wag to 
Lincoln Castle, there to await her trial, she drew the attention of 
the policeman who had charge of her to the spot where exeeations 
take place at that city, and said, ^ I should have been proud to have 
bung there, if only I had accomplished my purpose." Bhe even weut 
further, and said if she wereat liberty and bad the chanee, she would 
still carry out her intention. A book which belonged to the pei- 
soner has been found containing the draught of а will, dated the 
very day of the attempted murcer, and a statement of accounts, all 
ed up to that day. She repeatedly informed the police that she 
ы to Gainsborough oa the wight in question, with the full 
determination e ther өй Mics Johnson to let bygones be 
bygones aud vimt her om te same terms as formerly, or of shooting 
her aud then herself. Prisoner Bae been а national schoolmistress 
at Bpringthorpe about nime years. She із а married woman, abont 
forty-five years of эде, but lias been living spart from her husband 
for many years. here cam be no doubt about ber having the full 
possession of her faculties Pu the evideave before the magistrates 
mention was made of а querrel which too: place between Miss 
Jobnson and the prisoner about eighteen wonths ago. The cause 
of this quarrel has not been made clear, bat, from the prisoner's 
own statements, it seems to have been something to do with the 
Several of her pupils had left her school to go to another 
one that hed been established in the villaze. These pupils Miss 
Jobnson went to teach, and discontinued her visite to the prisoner 
At this the prisoner was very maoh ennoyed, and she has been 
brooding over the matter ever since—so much so that for weeks 
together, as she told the police, she had по sleep. She therefore 
resolved to end it one way or the other. Prisoner doce not seem to 

feel the position in which she is placed the least.

IRISH EMIGRANTS IN AMERICA. 


Tug New York correspondent of the Times writee аз follows:—

£100 sterling, or thereabouts, which the Federal Government and 
ше muocicipality offer to amy sturdy proficient in the use of the 
sbillelagh who will exchange that instrument for the mosket. One 
of the passengers stated that there were Federal recruiting-offfcera 
on board, who commenced their labours among the peeséngers aa 
soon аз the ship left the Mersey. These men must have driven в 
very lucrative trade, for they mot only received the twenty dollars 
“hand money” offered by the Government for each volunteer, 
but levied а tax upom recruit himself, varying in amount 
with the credulity, or what is hers called the ‘squeeze- 
ability,’ of the iadividwal. To pick up 2,180 dollars іп 
one trip across the Atlantic is so pleasant, as well as so rapid, 
a mode of money making, that as long as the Federal Govern went 
requires soldiers, aud the Irish are willing to volunteer, it is not 
likely to be abandoned by the enterprising Yankees who are sent by 
tho Federal Goverament to Ireland to secure ‘labourers for the 
construction of railways,’ which labourers, being free menm, every 
one of them mey—hewever much the British Government may 
object—change thelr minds, forego the spade, and don the uniform 
even before they arrive im the laad of their adoption. But if the
